MC GiLL MUSEUMS 

DON ALLEN 

With Canada's new Queen Elizabeth note issue, money finds itself in the news. 
McGiU University Museums have marked the occasion with a special monetary display, 
currently to be viewed at the Library here. Primitive shell and bead money, famous - 
historic coins and notes, and representative specimens of Queen Victorian and Queen 
Elizabeth Canadian notes „ The following article was prepared for the Museum by 
Don Allen, former McGill Editor of the Failt-Ye, and was forwarded to us to supple- 
ment the di splay 0 

The banknote is so commonplace a part of twentieth century economic life 
that it is a rare occasion on which paper currency as such rates more than a super- 
ficial glance. Its birth, from machines geared to modern technology, deep within 
barred recesses of highly specialized companies, is watched with unceasing vigilance, 
but it is viewed as nothing more than a statistic - a serial number - in the economic 
world beyond guarded doors. Its life is brief , a matter of months at the most. Its 
demise is unheralded, "Every Thursday we burn up to two million dollars in this 
building", the Bank of Canada official tells vou with a shrug. But it has its brief 
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moments m the limelight, banknote. One such moment is as a new generation of 

its species is born 

The 1954 issue of the Bank of Canctda - tiie Queen Elizabeth Issue - is in the 
public eye as a new leaf in the fascinating story of banknotes and currency in Canada. 
The issue may lead us to reflect on the place of paper curr^- in the long history 
of men and of money throughout the world. 

There is.no record of the first transaction in which simple barter was re- 
placed by the calculation of valuc^o in cerms of a common denominator, but that 
clearly is where the ^tory of money begins. Grain is looked upon as man^s first 
money. It would have served well his primitive monetary needs , Later, with the 
evolving of the arts, silver and gold established themselves as natural media of ex- 
change . 

Bibliv al records nrovide ample id^-^ . editions in an era v/hen 

commerce and travel jatiiag and ennancmg a simpler, more pastoral life. 

The money changer, weignmg out crude coins, bore witness to widespread acceptance 
of metallic exchange mediae 

It was in the days of ancient Greece and Rome that some of the world's finest^ 
most artistic coinage was crudely struck. On through the ages, a tradition continued. 
Two precious metals established themselves in the world of finance: all the great 
coins of the world, the guinea, the Louis, the milled Spanish dollar, were struck in 
silver or gold 

It remains, however, an outstanding fact in monetary history that diverse 
media of exchange were devised to meet local needs by primitive peoples throughout 
the world. Banana seeds, volcanic glass, tiger claws, feathers, shells, beads and 
arrowheads were money in the full economic sense of the word. Carved *'wampum'» 
beads of North America antedate the white man, but can rightly lay claim to being 
the first stable currency that Canada ever knew. 

The white man brought with him Europe's proud currencies. They fared not 
well in unstable economies of new lands „ Supplyand demand overwhelmed currencies 
and consumer goods and ruled supreme. Purchases from the Old World saw the 
New's supply of visible coinage drained to a minimum as each ship docked in port. 
It was centuries before the troublesome situation was fully righted. The monetary 
struggles of the growing colonies provide a story in themselves. 

Military garrisons in New France solved Canada's currency needs for decades 
by spending their wages in the land where they served. Each summer, a ship brought 
wages in coinage Then money circulated. Before all could be hoarded or spent on 
goods from the old world, the next year's wage shipment was on the way. 

The ingenuity of a Quebec Intendant made monetary history one summer 
when wages failed to arrive « Economy was crippled by lack of coinage. Promissory 
notes were deemed fitting. Playing cards were confiscated, quartered, signed, 
sealed and declared emergency currency. Canada's famed "Playing Card Money" 
was the result . 



British rule brought no solution to monetary dilemmas. Paper money, its 
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obvious inherent weakness abused, had fallen into ^^^^^.^^^'^^r^''^^^^^^ 
brought currency from abroad could never be a solution. The answer to the 
problems had to come from within. 

Banks provided the answer, and banking xn Canada ^ i^"'' " 

The tokens of private concerns and banking institutions played an important part m 
earlytnaLe Notes completed the picture. Pape r currency of private banking con- 
cerns served well the growing nation through more than 120 years. 

Colonial governments assumed the responsibility for striking coinage a few 
decades prior to Confederation. By 1870. previsions federal coinage and note issues 
we re ccmplete c 

The banks continued to play their part: up to 40 .-chartered banks" each offer- 
ing bills of a distinctive design, made for confusion at the cash register, but provided 
the growing nation with an ever- adequate supply of reliable notes. 

Federal legislation through the decades following Confederation assured the 
reliability of Canadian banking institutions. Gone forever was that great financial 
curse: the depreciated, worthless or fraudulent note. 

The colourful era of banknote complexities was ended when Federal legisla- 
tion provided for the formation of the Bank of Canada, "to control Canada's dollar", 
in 1934. 

Within a decade, the last of the "sundrys" - old oversize bills of the Depart- 
ment of Finance and the Chartered Banks - were retired. New crisp notes of the 
Bank of Canada Issue of 193 5 took their place. 

The Bank of Canada has produced three distinctive note issues, and recent 
changes reflect new ideas in note design. The ornate master engraving of the 
Victorian era is a thing of the past.. The complex patterns of the 1937 issue have 
given way to the trim lines of 1954. The new issue, 2 1/2 years ih preparation, is 
looked upon by the Bank of Canada as the best modern technology can produce . It is 
the latest descendant of a line of currency that is closely linked with every facet of the 
nation's present and past.

OTHER COLLEGE VIEWS 

Another Freshie Week packed with wonderful confusion of pep rallies, dances, 
queens, fashion shows, hazing, etc. , has flown by and is now a fond lingering memor\ 
for all of us who are trying to settle dovn to the excitement of absorbing knowledge „ 

At the University of Toronto the Engineers went overboard. "A mob of 600 
charged through the corridors of University College, tore notices and bulletins off 
the walls, knocked over furniture in the college's main rotunda, damaged a drinking 
fountain causing temporary flooding of a hallway, and injured a professor, W.J. 
McAndrews who tried to stop them. 

One stitch was required to mend a gash sustained at the right side of his head. 
Their fellow classmates aren't so proud of them. "The wanton destruction, the dis- 
regard for others rights, the callous indifference they exhibited all earn for them the 
noble name of boors." 

If by any weight of word these people can be reached will they reflect that 
they stand condemjied, not by words of ours , nor by the censure of classmates and 
officials, but condemned by their own reversion of animality. 

During recent months the Supreme Court of the U.S. handed down a unanimous 
decision which was acclaimed by the people of the world as a point for freedom and 
equality. In their statement the judges condemned the principle of equal but segregate- 
educational systems for Negroes and while it was maintained that the very separation 
was in itself an inequality and violation of the rights of citizens of the U.S. A 

However the judges left the details of the implementation of their decision 
for a later discussion. It appears now that certain schools, in the southern states 
particularly, are using that technicality as a loophole to escape their moral obliga- 
tion . 

Six negroes were refused entrance to Louisiana State University this fall 
Similar treatment has been meted out to Negroes at the University of Texas, Univer- 
sity of Mississippi Medical School, and Neharry Medical College in Nashville. 

The rejected applicants will appeal to State Board of Education, and legal 
steps will likely follow, according to an attorney of the National Association for the 
Advancement of colored people . 

Returning from a 13,000 mile flight to Moscow as special press observer at 
an International Union of Students' Conference, Clyde Batten, Editor in Chief of the 
Varsity, of U of Toronto, said that Canadian participation in the organization is out 
of the question at the present time, but, he said, "I think it is extremely pessimistic 



to suggest that Canadian Uni^^er8ities could never, sometime in the future, see their 
way clear^ta join." 

Talking informally with Russian University students, Batten said that the 
general consensus about Canada seemed to be that the average Canadian citizens 
wanted peace and friendship with the USSR, but that leaders in this country were, 
in effect, the pawns of Washington. 

Batten comments on another facet of his Moscow trip run this way: In 
replies to questions put to him about the Russian female he said, "They're massive. 
The vodka, he reported is weak.
